Mr. Burton further alleges that he 
learned from E. G. Rathbone, director of 
posts in Cuba, that Neely had gone to the 
Waldorf-Astoria, in New York. A cable 
dispatch was sent to Neely to return, but 
he paid no attention to it. 

Continuing, Colonel Burton says: 


“The duties of the chief of the bureau 
of finance, Charles W. F. Neely, were to 
collect all the revenues derived from the 
postal department of the island, including 
the sale of stamped paper, box rents and 
the fees from the postal money order bus- 
iness, and to deposit the same to the cred- 
it of the director of posts, with the treas- 
urer of the island of Cuba, in Havana. 
In order to ascertain the amount of said 
revenues, I demanded the cash book, led- 
ger and the entire records of the office 
from January 1, 1900, to April 30, 1900. Mr. 
Rich, in the presence of the director of 
posts, handed me a book which he stated 
was Neely’s ledger, and also stated that 
said ledger was all the record that said 
Neely had left pertaining to postal earn- 
ings, wane statement Rathbone corrob- 
Oorated. 

“Said ledger contained a statement. of 
receipts for stamped paper, box rents and 
some receipts from the fees of the money 
order business from January 1, 1900, to 
April 20, 1900, with the exception of the 
receipts of the Havana postoffice from 
March 15, 1900, to April 30, 1900, of which 
there was no record. I asked said Rich

The nationalists, after 
the municipal elections, triumphantly de- 
clared that the government had been mor- 
tally hit and that announced numerous 
interpellationg in the chamber, which 
they predicted, would lead to the gov- 
ernment’s downfall. 

On reflection, however, and possibly af- 
ter a computation of the respective 
forces, they backed down and withdrew 
the interpellations. The government, with 
a view of forcing the hand of the na- 


Ptionalists, had M. Couzy, one of the gov- 


ernment’s supporters, raise an interpella- 
tion, thus giving the premier an oppor- 
tunity to state the government’s policy 
clearly, 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau, by emphatically 
declaring that the government was Op- 
posed to reopening the Dreyfus agitation 
after the exposition, has taken a strong 
weapon from the hands of the nation- 
alists. In the coufse of his speech he 
admitted that the government was influ- 
enced by the voice of Paris, undoubted- 
ly hostile to a revival of the contro- 


versy. 

“A government worthy of the name,” 
said the premier, ‘‘must take into ac- 
count ‘the wishes of public opinion and 
these definitely commit the government 
to the suppression of all efforts to throw 
France back into the Dreyfus vortex.” 

The divisions on M. Couzy’s motion 
brought out the position of the parties 
in the chamber. 

The first portion of the _ resolution, 
which divided the chamber into repub- 
licans and anti-republicans, showed 439 of 
the former and 56 of the latter; the sec- 
ond portion, which indicated the position 
of the Waldeck-Rousseau ministry itself, 
showed a muster of 274 ministerialists, 
while the combined opposition—nation- 
alists, Wisaffected republicans and reac- 
tionaries—totaled 226. 

After the voting the ministerialists con- 
fidentiy declared that the government 
would now be safe until after the expo- 
gition. Today’s division has cleared the 
fair, and no subsequent votes on second- 
ary matters will cause the cabinet to re- 
sign. M. Waldeck-Rousseau can prorogue 
the session within three weeks, as ft can 
be legally closed on June 9th, and the 
government would then remain in power 
till autumn.

Richardson dees not claim-that it oper- 
ates against the government, but only as 
against all other publishers—that it pro- 
tects the form of the publication, the fl- 
lustrations and the original matter, 
though none of the documents themselvés, 
On this point- the committee express the 
opinion that the prohibition in the print- 
ing was intended to cover every publica- 
tion authorized by congress in all possible 
forms, to prevent precisely what has hap- 
pened—the copyrighting of this particular 
book. Your comnfittee think that copy- 
right should not haVe issued in behalf of 
the messages and that the law as it 
stands is sufficient to deny copyright to 
any and all work once issued as a gov- 
ernment publication. If the services of 
an author or compiler employed by the 
gOvernment require to be compensated, 
payment should be made in money frank- 
ly and properly appropriated for that pur- 
pose and the resulting book or the publi- 
cation in whole and as to any part should 
be always at the free use of the people; 
and this without doubt was what con- 
gress {ntended.’’ 

The committee say the donation of the 
plates of the work to Mr. Richardson was 
a mistake and placed congress in a false 
position. 

The commitee pronounces Mr. Richard- 
son’s contract with Publisher Barcus un- 
objectionable, but criticise Barcus’s meth- 
ods as questionable, Mr. Richardson's re- 
ceipts have amounted to $11,330.

Robert Hodges, who was defeated by Hon, 
Hope Polhill for solicitor general of the

o'clock to advise with htm as to whether 
ar’not he should contest the election in 
Crawford counts, where Mr. Polffll de- 
feated him by seventy-six votes. Pursuant 
to this invitation of Mr. Hodges about 
forty of his friends assembled. John P. 
Ross was chosen chairman. Speeches were 
made by Washington Dessau, Minter 
Wimberly, Thomas Loyless, James L. An- 
derson and others, As a result of the dis- 
cussion the meeting advised Mr. Hodges to 
contest the Crawford county election be 
fore the state democratic executive com- 
mittee on the grounds that the registra- 
tion in Crawford was jllegal. There were 
only four persons in the meeting who 
voted against Hodges making a contest— 
namely J. Carling, Ben L. Jones, Thomas 
W. Loyless and W,. T. Morgan, 

It is said there were sevéral present 
who did not vote at all, An affidavit was 
read at the meeting from Tax Collector 
McCreary, of Crawford county, to the ef- 
fect that he sent registration books by 
constables into the different precincts of 
the county, but he did not authorize them 
to collect taxes and they indiscriminately 
registered all who desired to register re- 
gardless of whether they had paid their 
taxes or not. It is not known why the 
tax collector should have permitted the 
constables to register voters‘and yet not 
authorize them to collect taxes, There was 
no registration or yoters’ Ist at the Webb 
precinct as some one, so it is alleged, stole 
the book out of the clerk’s officg at Knox. 
ville, 

If Mr. Hodges decides to contest it fs 
supposed that he will ask’the state com. 
mittee to throw out the entire vote of 
Crawford county, and if the committee 
does this Hodges will be elected by six- 
tv-seven majority, as Ke carried Bibb by 
117 majority, and Mr. Polhill defeated him 
by fifty majority in Houston county. The 
point was made at the meeting tonight 
that the vote in Bibb for solicitor genera] 
might alSo be contested and thrown out 
on account of illegal registration in not 
following the rule of the state democratic 
committee, the law of the party, which 
prescribed that registration must cease 
ten days before the election, whereas as 
a matter of fact voters were allowed to 
register and vote until the closing of the 
polls on the afternoon of election day. The 
rule of the state committees and the law 
of the party were not followed in Bibb. 
This point was recognized to have some 
force, If the votes of Bibb and of Craw. 
ford are thrown out then Houston coun- 
ty’s vote will be the only one counted. 
Then Duncan will win as solicitor general, 
as he carried that county over al] compet- 
itors, Polhill winning over Hodges by fifty 
majority. If Hodges contests before the 
state committee he and Polhill will both 
be represented by able lawyers, no doubt, 
The situation excites great interest in 
Macon and the outcome will be eagerly 
watched. 

Partisans of the two sides are lining up 
and if the battle really opens it will be 
hot to the finish and its echoes will be 
heard in elections to come. Next Saturday 
is the time appointed for the contest be- 
fore the democratic executive committee 
of Crawford county by Seagler, the de- 
feated candidate for sheriff, against Han.

Separate Accommodations for Ne- 
groes and Whites Demanded. 

Columbus, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—A 
mass meeting of Rose Hill citizens was 
held tonight to devise means to secure 
better transportation facilities for th§ 
white citizens of that suburb and to have 
the law relating to the dividing of races 
on street cars enforced. A year or two 
ago a negro park Was established north 
of Rose Hill and since_then the white 
people of the suburbs have claimed that 
the large negro travel on that line has 
made it decidedly unpleasant and incon- 
venient for white citizens on street cars 
and that on Sundays and days on which 
entertainments are given at the park 
the immense negro travel practically pro- 
hibits white people from using that car 
line.

REV. DR. WHITMAN 
DIES AT ELBERTON 


One of Georgla’s Educators Passes 
Away Suddenly, 


WELL ADVANCED IN YEARS 


Native of Vermont, He Passed His 
Life in the South. 


NOTED IN THE TEACHERS’ FIELD 


Illness Was Brief and Death Came 
as a Surprise to Those Who 
Knew Him. 


Toccoa, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—Rev. P. 
S. Whitman. D.D.. of this city, died in 
Elberton, Ga., at the residence of James 
Wilson. For the past two weeks Dr. 
Whitman has been visiting in Wilkes 
county, the scene of his labor as a teach- 
er before the war between the states. 
He returned to Elberton last Friday, 
driving thirty miles through the country. 
While making'this trip he was caught in 
a rain, from which he could not thorough- 
ly protect himself, As a result, he took 
cold, and though he suffered no serious 
inconvenience from it until an hour be- 
fore he died, yet the shock was too great 
for his feeble system and advanced age. 

It was only an hour before his death, 
about 2 o'clock this morning, that the 
family of Mr. Wilson was attracted to 
Dr. Whitman’s room by some noise. 
Reaching the room, Dr. Whitman was 
found dressing himself, saying that he 
felt: very ill. Not until then did he con- 
sent to call in a physician. Returning to 
bed, he died within an hour. The imme- 
diate cause of his death was asthma. 

Dr. Whitman was eighty-five years old, 
and had lived in the city of Toccoa since 
its founding in 1875. While he gave very 
little time to the active ministry, he was 
a profound ‘scholar, a deep thinker, a 
close student of the Bible even in the 
original tongues, and a versatile writer. 
He was a successful business man, and 
during his life amassed quite a fortune; 
vet he lived wery modestly, making no 
display of his wealth, and at different 
times has given considerable sums of 
money to Baptist colleges and universi- 
ties. Almost all of his property has al- 
ready been given to institutions of learn- 
ing. some of which are as follows: 

Baptist college at Osage, Ia., $25,000; Fur- 
man university, Greenville, S. C., $2,500 
and a home for ministerial students; Bap- 
tist Theological seminary at Louisville, 
Ky., several thousand dollars. 

Born in the state of Vermont in 1815, 
educated in the leading universities of 
New England, he came south on account 
of his feeble health about 1845, and soon 
afterwards became a teacher at Pentield, 
Ga., in connection with Mercer university, 
that institution at that time being lo- 
cated at Penfield. Just before the civil 
war he married Miss Crane, of Wilkcs 
county, and for several years taught one 
of those famous middle Georgia country 
schools, where the impress of his strong 
personality is still felt, 

Many men who have since become fa- 
mous in Georgia attended this school. 

In 1860 Dr. Whitman returned 
finally settling in Jowa, where he 
engaged in educational work. While 
there he amassed quite a fortune by ju- 
dicilous investments in real estate, 

Dr. Whitman has written several books 
and many tracts, all of a religious nature, 
his latest work, published only a year 
or two since, being “Bible Worthies.”’ 

Dr. Whitman's remains were brought to 
Toccoa this morning. The funeral ser- 
vices will occur tomorrow morning and

General Buller Now Free To Advance 
on the Transvaal. 

London, May 22.—A dispatch from 
Pftermaritzburg, dated May 21st, says the 
Boers are reported to have entirely left 
Natal, leaving Laing’s Nek free. This 
leaves General Buller free to advance in- 
to the Transval when the railroads are 
repaired, 

Lord Roberts {ts still at Kronstad, revr- 
ganizing his forces. 

Genera] Rundle’s forces are encamped 
at Trommel,_yecuperating. A patrol, four 
miles from Trommel, was attacked by the 
Boers. One man was wounded and some 
horses were killed. 

Further details of the fight at Mafeking, 
say that Commandant Sarl Eloff’s fol- 
lowers deserted him, whereupon Floff 
fired on them himself and then surrender- 
ed with eighty followers. The dispatch 
also says that a company of Boers was 
driven out of the state and allowed to 
escape as ‘‘we had sufficient prisoners.”’ 

The capture of Eloff and his followers 
cost Baden-Powell three men killed and 
seven wounded. 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from General Buller: 

“Newcastle, May 22.—I have received 
the folowing from Bethune: ‘May 2tst, 
while marching in the direction of New- 
castle, one of my squadron of Bethune's 
mounted infantry was ambushed by 
Boers six miles west of Vryheid and very 
few escaped. Liutenanits Lausam and 
Capell are among the missing. Captain, 
the Ear] de la Warr, is slightly wounded 
in the leg. The total casualttes are about 
sixty-six. I have returned to Naquatu for 
supplies. Will march tomorrow for New- 
castle via Dundee.’ ”’

London, May 23.—The Leourenzo Marques 
correspondent of The Times says he has 
it om undisputable authority that within 
the last week President Kruger has trans- 
ferred the bulk of his property in the 
Transvaai to personal fmends in order to 
aVoid its confiscation by Great Britain. 


Locomotives Are Captured. 

Cape Town, May 22.—British troops have 
arrived at Veereeniging (in the Trans- 
vaal, north of the Vaalriver). The bridge 
across the Vaal was found to be intact. 
Twenty-seven Free State and Transvaal 
locomotives were captured. 


AMERICANS ARE IN BERLIN. 


New York Delegation Visited the 

American Consul Yesterday. 

serlin, May 22.—The delegation from 
the New York Duestsche Kreigerbund to- 
day visited the United States embassy 
in gala attire. They rode in carriages 
decorated with a number of American 
and German flags. After President Kich- 
ard Muller had delivered an address to 
Ambassador White, gratefully acknowl- 
edging Mr. White’s services in cement- 
ing the friendship between the United 
States and Germany, the ambassador re- 
plied. 

Mr. White began by drawing a parallel 
between the time when Germany was a 
mere geographical expression and the 
present day, outlining the enormous 
progress Germany had made, vwspecially 
in her political and commercial de‘ elop- 
ment, 

“Remembering these things,”” he gaid, 
“I have never wondered that American 
citizens of German birthior descent have 
been sound and firm against disunion 
and depreciated currency.”’ 

“Going on to describe Germany’s com- 
merciag advance, he said: 

“I rejoice in the prosperity of this 
country, because I believe it nelpgs rather 
than harms the prosperity of ours. 

“I trust you will take back a fine de 
termination to resist all the demazogues 
and sensationalists who attempt to stir 
up ill feeling between the two cvountries. 
Your duty here now and in America on 
your return is to help to prolong the 
knowledge each country has of the other 
and to show how absurd many things 
are which are said in the one country 
or the other. 

“Some of our American friends seem 
troubled by the fear that we have \jeld- 
ed too much to Germany for the sake of 
peace, but I have been consoled Ly not- 
ing at the same that the German press 
has made similar charges against Count 
von Buelow, declaring that he also is 
yielding to the United States for the 
Sake of peace. The fact ts, that while 
both he and I love our respective coun- 
tries, this affection has led each of us 
to desire sincerely the best possible re- 
lat‘ons between them. In doing this we 
have both acted in accordance with in- 
Structions from our governments.”

Having had reason to anticipadie the 
declination of the United States govern- 
ment to intervene in behaif of their re- 
publics, and having thus falled in the pri- 
mary object of their mission to the Ulted 
States, it is surmised that the delegates 
refrain. from endeavoring to establish a 
diplomatic cnaracter in order to reduce 
the liability of interruption in the propa- 
ganda they are about to conduct in the 
cuuntry at large. Although the United 
States government has, peyond doubt, the 
power to stop this propaganda at any 
point, and dismiss the delegates from the 
United States, yet it can be stated there is 
ne likelihoow ot any such action being 
taken so long as the agitation is conducted 
by private individuais. But ic is said at

INSTRUMENTS ARE IN ‘PLACE 


Smithsonian Institute Has a Large 
Party on the Ground.

YERKES OBSERVATORY |S ON HAND 


Large Crowds Are Congregating To 
Witness the Observation 
Work.

Wadesboro, N. C., May 22.—(Special.)— 
Professors Thomas N. Smillie, Delaney 
Gill, Robert C. Child, Charles A. Menden- 
hall, C. G. Abbot and Paul A. Draper, of 
the Smithsonian institution, Washington, 
D. C., are here to view (tthe sun’s eclipse 
May @8th. Ajithough ‘these gentlemen 
have been for ten or twelve days engaged 
in getting up their various‘ instruments, 
they have not yet completed their task, 
but hope to do so within a few days. A 
number of intricate and delicate instru- 
ments will be used by the Smithsonian 
people, especially constructed for the oc- 
casion, are now being installed and under 
the ski !]ful care of Professor Smillie, who 
will have charge of the photographic de- 
partment, not even the «*moest detail] of 
the phenomenon will escape reproduction. 

Some of the instruments to be used in 
the photographic work are: 

A horizontal telescope of 135 feet focal 
length and twelve-inch lens. With this 
telescope photographs of the sun’s corona 
will be taken on plates thirty inches 
square. One thousand yards of canton 
jlanne] and canvas were used in making 
tubes for this instrument, which is said 
to be the only one of the som In exis- 
tence. 

A telescope thirty-eight feet in length 
and five-inch lens. This instrument will 
be pointed directiy at the sun and will 
also be used for taking photographs of its 
outer atmosphere. 

Four telescopes, two eleven feet and 
two three and a half fear in length, will 
be used so ag to photograph if possible 
any unknown planet between Mars and 
the sun. These instruments will cover an 
area of nearly 2% degrees square. 

Visua| observations of the eclipse will 
be made through a large telescope by 
Professor S, P. Langley, secretary of the 
Smithsonian institu.ion, Who will have 
genera] control of the entire expedition.

This instrument is 
called a celostat and will take photo- 
yraphs of the sun's corona 25x30 inches. 
They have six smaller instrumnts, al] of 
which are intended for photogtaph work. 
Professor George E. Hale will measure 
the heat of the corona with the blometer, 
an instrument for measure of very deii- 
cate degrees of heat. 

The astronomers from Princeton unli- 
versity who wil] observe the eclipse here 
arrived on the morning train today. This 
party is composed of Professorg E. A. 
Young, C. F. Brackett, William Libbey, 
W. F. Magie and wife and Messrs. Henry 
N. Russell and Howard McClenehan. The 
senior class of the South Carolina Mili- 
tary institute, which is located at 
Charleston, will arrive here in a few 
days to view the eclipse. his party wil 
number Some twenty-one persons, who 
Wiil be in charge of Professor O. J. Bond.

MEETINGS WERE WELL ATTENDED 


Report of Sunday School Committee 
Made at Afternoon Session 
Shows a Eoss of 15,000 
Pupils and Teachers 
the Past Year. 


The sessions of the Presbyterlan gen- 
eral assembly on yesterday were charac- 
terized by the ful] and free discussion of 
a number of subjects of interest to the 
church, principally the relegation of new- 
ly graduated ministers to the mission field 
for a term of two years. This topic has 
been discussed before in the general as- 
sembly, and while no decision was reach- 
ed yesterday, the committee reported ad- 
versely to the plan and the arguments of 
both clearly brought out. 

‘hose favoring the idea of sending fresh- 
ly graduated ministers to tthe mission 
ield took the ground that the better pos!- 
tions in the cities should be reserved for 
men whose lives had been spent in the 
service of God: the men who merited a 
decent living from ithe church by reason 
of their services and abilities. Chairman 
Lupton, of Virginia, was of the mind that 
young ministers should be allowed to 
preach wherever their talents made an 
opening for them and he further showed 
wherein the proposition was unconst!tu- 
tional. 

At the evening session home mission 
work was taken up for discussion and a 
collection asked for from the congrega- 
tion, to carry on the work in frontier 
states and territories. During the evening 
ministers from Texas, Indian Territory, 
Kentucky, FPiorida and Arkansas were 
heard from on the conditions prevailing in 
their respective states. In this way the 
general assembly was in close touch 
with the mission field. 

The Evening Session. 

The evening session of the assembly 
was devoted to a review and the needs of 

ission work itn the United States and 


sides were 


Ahe meeting was presided over by Rev. J. 


N. Craig, secretary of the home mission 
board of the church. The assembly and 
congregation were brought ‘to a close 
realization of the necessities existing in 
frontier states and territories by the per- 
sonal tesiimony of Presbyterfans from 
Florida, Texas, Indian Territory, Arkan- 
sas and Kentucky and to the representa- 
tives of each of these flelds ten minutes 
Was given last night. As is customary at 
every meeting of the assembly a collec- 
tion for home missions was taken up and 
in this way a good sum, which will be 
announced today, wns realized for the 


work. 
Rev. J. N. Craig stated at the opening 


of the meeting that only the general home 
mission work, or that accomplished main- 
ly west of the Mississippi river, would be 
considered and that al] contributions 
made wauld go to this particular work. 

Dr. Clark, of Augusta, Ky.. was the first 
speaker, and he told of the struggies of 
the Presbyterian church in the back coun- 
ties of his state, where a few years ago 
lawlessness prevailed and ithe people wos 
loath to attend divine worship The re- 
guilt had been that where force in the 
hands of the state militia had failed to 
keep down crime the gospel of Christ had 
been taken in by fearless men and what 
the Jaw had failed ait the church had ac- 
complished. 

Rev. W. H. Dodge, of Florida, related 
eomething of the conditions that prevail 
in portions of that state even at this 
time. “Within the last twenty-five 
years,’’ said he, ‘“‘the Presbyterian church 
has grown 300-fold in Florida. Twenty- 
five years ago we had only one presbytery

We were then 
a component part of the synod of Georgia. 
There are now three presbyterles, each as 
large as the original one of years ago. We 
have three times the number of communi- 
cants we had then. There are:still great 
difficulties in the way of progress, such 
as the scarcity of pastors for the work 
and the necessity forthose now engaged 
in the task to ride hundreds of miles to 
keep an assignment.” 

Rev. W. H. Dodge made an earnest ap- 
peal for aid in Florida in order that 
Presbyterianism might go upward. 

Texas Is sseard From. 

Elder H. L. Mosely, of the Fort Worth, 
Tex., presbytery, followed with a, state- 
ment of present conditions in his state. 
He said that the Fort Worth presbytery 
in area Was as large as the state of Geor- 
gia with a thousand miles to spare and 
that in this great territory you could 
count the self-supporting churches on 
your fingers. “I never crossed the Mis- 
Sissippi,”” he said, “‘unitil I came on this 
trip and until I got to Georgia I had no 
idea how many Presbyterians there were 
in the country. A was struck on reaching 
this state with the magnificence of its 
churches as compared with those in our 
presbytery. The need out there is great, 
and we intend to do the work anyhow, 
but it will, take your help so tlat 
we can do ten times more than by 
ourselves. I went down to Columbus the 
other day and in a town of thai size even 
I found a magnificent church. Why ina 
town the size of Columpus in our state we 
would be glad to get a plain wooden 
building in which to worship God. Can 
you not out of your wealth give us some 
thing for the cause of Presbyterianism in 
Texas? If you think a new carpet is 
necessary can you not put off the pur- 
chase of it for one year and send us the 

rice of that carpet?’’ 

The appeal from Yexas was a strong 
One and the manner in which it was pre- 
sented by the speaker made a good effect 
on the assembly. 

Rev. John F. Lloyd, of the Indian Ter- 
ritory, declared that at the present time 
a self-supporting church in the Indian 
Territory was impossible. In ten years 
from now the Indian will have been 
pushed farther back and the needs of 
Christian work in the country would then 
be greater than ever. By the time the 
next assembly will meet, he said, there 
would be at least six new churches ready 

“In the Chuctow nation alone and it would 
be a questjon of filling the pulpits. The 
work in the territory was progressing 
slowly, but the needs of the people were 
great. 
An Appeal from Arkansas. 

Rev. McN. McKay, of Fort Smith, Ark., 
spent most of his time in advertising the 
resources of Arkansas, which; as a state, 
he said, would be in time one of the 
greatest in the union. 

“I have never seen a people,” said Rev. 
McN. McKay, “more gallant una gen- 
éerous as a class—peuple, however, with 
the strength and enterprise to make their 
future for themselves. 1 will not speak to 
you of the necessities for religion in the 
State, for you know them already, but 
what I wigg to tell you of is the atmos- 
phere, the moral atmosphere which, I am 
Sorry to say, does not exist. The people, 
while gallant and generous, are hard to 
apprsach on the subject of Christianity 
and the prejudice against religion must 
be considered as one of ithe greatest draw- 
backs. For the work in Arkansas, don’t 
send ug any cranks or invalids; keep them 
With you. There is nothing for them to 
do out there. Orthodoxy counts for lit- 
tle. They are a people to whom you must 
preach common gense, straight from the 
Shoulder and who mus: be looked at 
Straight in the eye or they won’t come to 
hear you. It matters not to them: how or- 
thodox you are,” 

Rev. McN. McKay declared that Ar- 
kansas was @ great state in agriculture 
and in minerals and that with develop- 
ment it would Y®& one of the greatest 
States of the unton. 

On motion a collection was then taken 
up for the mainiainance of the home mis- 
sion work and after the singing of the 
doxology the assembly adjourned until 
this morning. 

Afternoon Sessian. 

When Mcderator Martin called the af- 
ternoon session to order only about a 
dozen commissioners were in the church. 
This lack of a quorum caused the moder- 
ator to laughingly suggest the need of a 
sergeant at arms. The members of the 
assembly straggled ’n slowly, and it was 
five or ten minutes before enough of them 
were present to begin the transactlon of 
business, 

Dr. R. H. Nall, of Greenwood, §S, C., 
presented arnm\important report from the 
committee on Sunday schools and young 
people's scéileties. This report is one of 
the most important and interesting that 
will come before the general assembly. 
The committee made some recommenda- 
tions that bid fair to brine

If these reports are to be accepted as a 
full showing of the condition of our Sabbath 
school work, there are many discouraging feat- 
ures in the figures. We are convinced that 
the reports do not fully represent the status 
of this great department of our church work 

nd must attribute the unfavorable showing 
to the lack of full and accurate information. 
The blame yor this lack of information must 
be divided between the church sesslons and 
stated clerks of presbyteries. 

It is beyond belief that we have 800 Presby- 
terlan churches in which there are no Sunday 
scrools, and that we have lIwst 15,000 en- 
rolled scholars and teachers since Just year, 
but this is the story told by the ‘reports es 
tabulated. 

The reports are unlforr: in stating that the 
echcols are urder the control of the s-: sions 
and that the catechisms and scriptures ere 
memorized. The standards of the church, 
except the catech!sms, are not generally taught, 
and it is evident that many of our schools are 
not using our own publications. Teachers’ 
meetings are not held tn over 20 per cent of 
our schools. 

Special religious interest is reported in many 
presbyteries, but the addition to the church 
of an average of about two scholars per school 


from the schools reporting would se2m to in- | 


- 


lead the scholars to accept Christ as their 
personal Savicr ' 

We would not minify or belittle the results 
accomplished, for had but one scul been saved 
the year’s work of our 15,000 officers and 
teachers would not have been in vain, yet 
when we consider the historical record and con- 
tinual boast of our church that we lead all 
Other denominations in the matter of train- 
ing the young, We must confess that we are 
stopping far short of our duty and privilege in 
this great work. 

When we consider the vast army of ‘three 
million children and young people within the 
territorial limits of our church, who are out 
of the Sunday school and untouched by its tn- 
fluence, and think of the mighty forces which 
are actively working for their destruction, it 
is time for us to wake out of sleep and meet 
our responsibilities as a church. 

Other cvangelical denominations occupying 
about the same territorial limits as our church, 
are waking up to their duty and making great 
forward movements in their Sunday school 
work. 

The southern Methodists are adding to their 
Sunday school enrollment at, the rate of about 
15,00) oer vear and have a standing Sunday 
school committee and two paic secretaries who 
give their ertire time to promoting this in- 
terest. Sunday school conferences are held in 
every district, and systematic effort is made 
to arouse greater interest in and to introduce 
better methods in the Sunday schools. 

The Baptists established a Sunday school 
board and employed a salaried secretary nine 
years ago, and the result of the move has 
been a vast improvement in methods in the 
Sunday school work—a large increase in mem- 
bership, 639 new schools being organized last 
year—and their Sunday school publications 
have ylelded a net revenue of $144,000 in the 
nine years, and the amount has been used for 
the most part tn church extension work. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian church has a 
Sunday «chool committee and a paid secretary, 
who edits their Sunday school periodicals and 
supervises the general work of their schools. 

They are holding in every Presbytery Sunday 
school] institutes to prorrote greater interest and 
to introduce better methods of work. They 
set on. foot In May, 1899, a new century Sun- 
day school movement, which had for its atm the 
aiding of 50,000 members to their Sunday 
schools by May. 190]. 

Frinted matter has been largely distributed 
and the church has taken up the matter with 
great enthusiasm, and the effort will greatiy 
enlarge their schools, and efficiency even if not 
entirely successful. 

Recommendations. 

We again urge that clerks of church ses- 
sions and stated clerks of presbyteries furnish 
full and /aceurate statistical Sabbath school 
reports, for in no other way can we ascertain 
What progress we are making. 

We recommend that a separate statistical 


tatle be printed annually in the assembly min- 
utes giving a summary by presbyteries of the 
number of Sabbath schools in each presbytery, 
the number of officers, teachers and scholars 
enrolled, the average attendance, the number of 
scholars admitted to membership in the church, 
number of Sunday school institutes held, 
amount expended for current expenses and to- 
tal amount contributed to other causes, with 
separate table showing amount contributed for 
foreign and home missions ani for the Sun- 
day school department of the committee of 
publication. 

We recommend that the first Sunday tn Oc- 
tober of each year be observed by all the Sun- 
day schools of our church as rally day, at 
which time a special effort shall be made to 
rally all the forces of the individual churches 
to the support of their schools, and when defin- 
ite plans shall be presented for reaching the 
children and young people of the community 
who are not in any Svurday school. 

We recommend that a special collection be 
taken in the Sunday schools at this time for 
the advancement of the Sunday school inter- 
ests of our church and that such collections 
be forwarded promptly to the treasurer of the 
publication committee. 

We recommend that the committee of pub- 
lication be directed to make effective the 
order of the general arsembly of i896, by 
employing at once a man who shall devote his 
entire time to th: develcpment of our Sunday 
school Young People’s Society and Colport- 
age work, the salary and «xpenses of this office 
to be paid from the rally day collections, and 
supplemented if short the necessary amount 
by a portion of the royalties received from our 
Sunday school publications. 

We recommend that there shall be held in 
connection with, or under the direction of the 
presbytery, at least one Sunday school in- 
stitute each year in the bounds of every pres- 
bytery, -o which delegates shall be sent from 
each church and Sabbath school, and that spe- 
ciaP prominence be given in such Institutes 
to training teachers for. better methods of 
work, and inspiring a more intelligent inter- 
est in the home and foreign mission work of 
our church. 

We recommend that the directors of our the- 
Ological seminaries arrange for a regular course 
of lectures on the <@ifferent departments of 
Sunday school activities, as a part of the 
regular curriculum, and that they urge the 
seminary students to engage actively in Sun- 
day school work as a very necessary part of 
their preparation for the ministry. 

We recommend thatgthe general assembly ex- 
press its appreciation of the helpful lesson 
commentaries our church papers are pub- 
lishing week by week, and we ask that they 
continue the phesntionnl work already begun, 
along the line ef a series of articles on ad- 
vanced methods of Sunday school work. The 
Graded System of Lessons, The Home De- 
partment and other practical and helpful 
themes. 

Overtures. 

In response to the overtures from the pres- 
bytery of New Orleans asking that the blank 
forms for statistical reports on young peo- 
ple’s societies be so changed as to embrace 
all church societies under the supervision of 
sessions, we recommend that the request be 
granted, and that the committee on publica- 
tion be directed to prepare proper blanks. 

We recommend that the overture from the 
presbytery of Savannah asking for a separate 
column in minutes for statistics on young 
people’s societies be granted and that such 
reports be incorporated in additional tables to 
be published. 

It is expected that the recommendations 
contained in the report, as well as the 
facts brought out by the statistics in the 
fore part of the report, will stir up a warn 
discussion. 

Following the reading of this report, Dr. 
J. B. Shearer, of Davidson, N. C., chair- 
man of the committee on church and 
Christian education, began the general 
discussion on the report of nis committee, 
which was presented last #riduy after- 
noon. Dr. G. A. Blackburn, of Columbia, 


S. C., participated in the discugsion, and | 


at the suggestion of Rev. Theron H. Rice, 
Dr. F. H. Gaires, of the Agnes Scott in- 
stitute, at Decatur, was extended the 
privilege of the floor to tel] something of 
the work uccomplished by that school. 
Dr. Gaines is not a member 2f the asasem- 
bly. 

The general assembly took a@ recess at 
3:30 o’clock to attend the laying of the 
corner stone of the North avenue Presby- 
terian church, and the discussicn of the 
report of the committee on church and 
Christian education was carried forward 
to a future session as unfinished business.

BISHOP NELSON EXPLAINS 
THE CATHEDRAL SYSTEM 


Following is a brief but succinct ac- 
count of St. Luke’s church and how it 
became a part of the cathedral system, 
from which some of the members desire 
to withdraw. The report was prepared 
by Bishop Cleveland K. Nelson. Notice 
of a meeting to consider the question of 
withdrawal was read at last Sunday’s 
service by the church secretary, Charles 


Reed: 

“On April 5, 1880, the rector, wardens 
and vestry of St. Luke's’ parish tendered 
to the Rt. Rev. John W. Beckwith, D.D., 
St. Luke’s church as the cathedral of 
himself and successors in office, which 
resolution was authorized by the congre- 
gation) in meeting held March 29, 1889, 
and the provision of which was subse- 
quently accepted by the bishop. 

‘“Ijnder the agreement entered into, 
the bishop appointed the priest in 
charge, his assistant ministers and the 
board of curators, and prescribed their 
duties. b 

“A charter of corporation was taken 
out for St. Luke’s cathedral. 

“St. Luke’s church was in 1882 recog- 
nized in the constitution of the church 
in the diocese of Georgia (article 4) as 
the bishop’s church and was accorded 
representation in the convention of the 
diocese. 

‘In the year 1883 St. Luke’s church was 
reported as the cathedral or Bishop's 
church. 

“After due conference and sufficient no- 
tice the congregation of St. Luke’s 
church did on May 15, 1893, adopt unanit- 
mously the plan proposed of the cathe- 
dral system. 

“A joint commitee of St. Luke’s and 
St. Philip’s churches, elected by the re- 
spective vestries, did on January 9, 1894, 
adopt resolutions for the consolidation 
of both churches into one parish, and 
gave additional liberties and privileges. 

“Before submission to the convention 
of the diocese for its action, the proposed 
mconstitution of the cathedral was duly 
considered and accepted by the congre- 
gation of each church, ’ 

“By the adoption of canon 8, in the 
year 1894, the convention of the diocese 
did confirm and ratify the united action 
of the parishes. 

“The convention of the dlocese, pursu- 
ant to the passage of said canon, and for 
the furtherance of the cathedral system, 
did ‘quit claim’ its rights of the diocesan 
property on the corner of Hunter and 
Washington streets for the extension 
and promotion of the cathedral, elected 
the general chapter and gave it author- 
ity to locate the cathedral and to perfect 
the organiation. 

“The general chapter, constituted un- 
der canon 8, did, on the 16th of May 
adopt a body of statutes for the churches 
in the cathedral system, which statutes 
are still of force, and located the cathe- 
dral on the property corner of Hunter 
and Washington streets. 

“The diocesan convention of 1898 did en- 
act section 19 of canon 24, entitled ‘The 
Cathedral, providing for the admission 
into such union and the withdrawal 
therefrom as: follows: 
Canon 24, Section 19. 
porting church within the city of At- 
lanta may be embraced within, or be- 
come “‘in union with’’ the cathedral, af- 
ter receiving the permision of the bishop, 
whenever its vestry shall adopt a reso- 
lution to that effect; provided such res- 
Olutions be approved by the congregation 
of the parish at a meeting to be called 
on thirty days’ notice to be given by 
the publication of said resolution from 
the chancel. At such meeting all per- 
sons entitled to vote for vestfymen shall 
be allowed to vote. And any church 
“in union with” the cathedral may, upon 
consent of the bishop, withdraw there- 
from by resolution to that effect adopted 
and approved as hereinbefore provided 
for entering into union with the cathe- 
dral. In either event a copy of such res- 
Olution, certified by the secretary of the 
vestry, shall be transmitted to the bish- 
op and the secretary of the general chap- 
ter of the cathedral. 

“The evident intent of this canon is to 
provide rellef for any church in the ca- 
thedral system ‘failing the provisions 
already made’ and not as the first step 
for such relief!’’

JASPER SPRINGS. 


A Reminiscence of the Revolutionary 
War in Georgia During 1778-1779, 
Interesting to the Sons and 
Daughters of the Revolution. 


Jasper Springs, which is about one mile 
from Savannah, and just within the edge 
of a forest of oaks and gums, derives its 
name from the following Incident: 

Learning that a number of American 
prisoners were to be brought from Ebene- 
zer to Savannah for trial, Ser- 
geant Jasper determined to _ release 
them at ali hazard, With Ser- 
geant Newton as his companion, at 
this spring about thirty yards from the 
main road, he waited the arrival of the 
prisoners. When the escort, consisting of 
the sergeant, corporal and eight men, and 
the prisoners in irons, stopped to refresh 
themselves at the spring, two of the 
guards only remained with the captives. 
The others leaned their guns against the 
Jasper and Newton sprung from 
thelr hiding place, seized the guns and 
shot down the sentinels; the 
six soldiers were deterred 


trees, 


of immediate death and 
surrender. The prisoners were released, 
and Jasper and Newton, with their re- 
deemed friends and captive foes, crossed 
the Savannah river and joined the army 
at Purysburg. In the disastrous sleze of 
Savannah the gallant Jasper lost his life. 
Shortly after the battle of Fort Moul- 


trie the lady of Colonel Bernard Elliott 


tached. Her address on the occasion con- 
cluded thus: “I make not the least doubt, 
under heaven’s protection, you will stand 
by these colors so long as they wave in 
the air of liberty.” In reply a promise 
was made that they should be honorably 
supported, and never should be tarnished 
by the Second regiment. 

This engagement was IHIterally fulfilled. 

Three years after they were planted on 
the British lines at Savannah; one by 
Lieutenant Bush, who was immediately 
shot down, Lieutenant Hume, in the ‘act 
of planting his, was aiso shot down, and 
Lieutenant Gray in supporting them re- 
ceived a mortal wound; and while Jasper 
was in the act of replacing them he we 
ceived a death shot. An officer called to 
see him, to whom he thus spoke: “I have 
got my furlough. That sword was pre- 
sented to me by Governor Rutledge for

Big Crowd Attended Sale Yesterday 
Afternoon and at Times the Bid- 
ding Was Quite Lively. 


Three lots of the venable property, cor- 
ner Marietta and Forsyth streets, aggre- 
gating 100 feet, were sold yesterday af- 
ternoon at public outery. The other two 
lots, aggregating a front of © feet on 
Marietta street, were not put up for sale. 
The amount realized from the sale was 
$73,925, ° 

The lot at the corner, measure © by 100 
feet. was sold to Ernest Woodruff, pres!- 
dent of the Atlanta Rallway and Power 
Company, for $896 per front foot, the en- 
tire lot costing him $44,800. The smaller 
lot adjoining, which measures 25 by 100 
feet, went to Cliff W. Ansley for $580 per 
front foot. This lot cost Mr. Ansley 
$14,500, 

The third lot, which adjoined the Cal- 
houn property on the west, was the last 
one put upon the market and occasioned 
some lively bidding. It was kKnockea 
down to Colonel A. J. West for $585 per 
front foot. This lot sold for $14,625. 

That considerable interest was manifest- 
ed in the sale was proved by the fact 
that an immense crowd of representative 
business men, real estate dealers and 
well known investors attended. The sale 
was scheduled to occur at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and before that time the 
crowd began congregating. 

Large Crowd Attended Sale. 

When Dr. H. L. Wilson, who conducted 
the sale, began the crowd made the side- 
walk on Marietta street next the prop- 
erty impassable and even stretched out 
to the Gradv monument, the electric cars 
finding difficulty in passing. 

As the sale progressed the crowd grew 
larger, and it was only after the last lot 
had been sold and -the announcement 
made that the sale was at an end that the 
miajority of the crowd made a move to 
disperse. 

Among those who attended the sale 
were W. L. Peel, Jasper N. Smith, Charles 
A. Conklin H. E. W. Palmer, Charles 
Healey, Anthony Murphy, Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, J. M. Alexander, Dabney 5co- 
ville, George S. Johnson, Colonel Park 
Woodward, Ernest Woodruff, Mayor 
Woodward, L. DeGive, J. D. Turner and 
nearly all the real estate men in town 
and other citizens interested in real tes- 
tate holdings. 

Auctioneer Wilson stood in the body of 
a@ public furniture van in the sweltering 
gun. He gave a history of the property 
in a few words and after other prelimi- 
naries, announced the sale on. He stated 
that the first piece to be put up for sale 
would be the corner lot, and that the 
bidding should be at so much a front 
foot. 

Bidding Began Well. 

The bidding started at $00, but almost 
immediately this was raised to $0 and 
then the bidding took a few jumps per 
hundred until $700 was reached. The bid- 
ders became more cautious and the raise 
was one of $.

Therefore, England bought in round 
numbers $73.000,000, or 79 per cent 
more of the above-named articles than 
all the rest of Europe combined. If we 


should add minor products, the propor- 


tion would not be changed. 

These calculations come from a Ger- 
man industrial source, which was in- 
vestigating the relative trade of the dif- 
ferent countries with the United States, 
It is but nateral that any country 
should feel a close interest with. its best 
market, and this should not be convert- 
ed by others into a feeling of hostility, 
when such is not the case, but is ex- 
plainable upon straight business mo- 


i tives, 


Therefore, the remarks of Consul 
Harris in reporting the facts are well 
taken when he says: 

They are figures which every farmer, 
manufacturer and taborer in the United 
States should know. They are especially 
interesting when we consider that the 
English colonies are not included. The 
farmers of our great central states will 
see at a glance what the English market 
means to corn, wheat, flour, beef and 
pork. England buys 60 per cent of all 
the products which the American farm- 
er sends abroad. I may add that Great 
Britain has never shown the enmity to- 
ward these products which has charac- 
terized the actions of some European 
nations. The cotton grower of the south 
is aware of the value of the English 
market for his products. But the man- 
ufacturer of iron and steel hag the great- 
est interest in the British 4fWpire as a 
market. His exports to England may 
be proportionately small, but in the col- 
onies he is advancing with strides and 
bounds. He has more to hope for from 
these colonies in the future than from 
any other countries Our bridge bullders 
are busy in India and Egypt. Our steel 
rails, machinery and galvanic wires are 
in South Africa. British enterprise and 
stability in all these countries means in- 
creased opportunities and markets for 
our manufacturers. The more one be- 
comes familiar with the continent of Eu- 
rope, the more one is satisfied that no 
lasting results can be obtained here with 
manufactured articles. The amount of 
labor spent in trying to secure markets 
in I’rance, Germany and other European 
countries will have three and four fold 
results in Africa, Siberia, China, Austra- 
lia and South America: Cordial relations 
with Great Britain will carry us many a 
milestone on the way. We have thou- 
sands of laborers and skilled workmen 
who are dependent for their existence 
upon the sale of our overproduction. 
England is our best customer for over- 
production in food stuffs. 


The opposition to Great Britain. so 
far as it is in evidence in the United 


States, is purely sehtimental. while the 
|advocates of friendly relationship have 


at heart the practical welfare of the 
country. The first grieves over quarrels

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Army Canteen. 

Editor Constitution—I see in today’s Con- 
stitution that the war department has taken 
the position that the army canteen {s a benefit 
to the soldiers. As one who served fifteen 
months in the army, twelve of which were in 
the Philippine islaflds, I deny the truth of any 
sich statement. No man who has seen the 
demoralizing effects of the canteon in the 
Philinpines would make such a statement. The 
cartéen is sald to be run for the benefit of the 
enlisted men—that is, the profits arising from 
the sale of the beer at the canteen is divided 
among the companies patronizing the canteen. 
My company patronized the canteen for several 
months. I failed to see that we ever received 
any rations other than those furnished us out 
ef the commissary. If the enlisted men re- 
ceived the amount and quality of rations that 
the law says they should receive, there would 
be no necessity for the statement, ‘“The can- 
teen furnishes to the men that which the 
United States fails to furnish them.”” The can- 
teen benefits no one but the United States 
army officers in charge of the same. I can 
only speak of my regiment, but it is safe to 
presume the others were run the same way. 

When we reached Manila the canteen was 
established. We were told that the profits from 
the sale of the beer, (and they must have been 
enormous, as ‘“‘small bottles’’ sold for 25 cents, 
would be divided among the companies to 
purchase “‘delicacies,’’ after the running ex- 
penses were valid. An officer was placed in 
charge as ‘‘canteen officer.” An enlisted man 
could draw canteen checks to the amount of 
one-half his monthly pay. Sd0me compantes 
went to the canteen to draw their checks. Our 
first hergeant drew the checks for our company 
and would come into quarters and announce 
that any man desiring canteen checks could 
get them: that a new supply of Schlitz or 
Pabst, ice-cold, had arrived. We were quar- 
tered in the arsenal in the walled city. It was 
almost impossible to get a pass, so we had to 
remain in the arsenal when not doing guard 
duty. The drinking water was very warm. 
The boys were homesick and disgusted. Hun- 
dreds of boys who had never drank before were 
tempted in such a manner that they failed to 
resist and before we were discharged had 
become confirmed drunkards. On pay days J 
have seen hundreds of men beastly drunk. 
After we went to Cebu my company was quar- 
tered to itself, and we had a canteen In the 
barracks. An attack was expected at any 
time and we were seldom alléwed out of quar- 
ters. Yet the canteén was kept open all 
night several times. At one time fully half 
of my company, including the first sergeant, 
were so drunk that had an attack been made 
they could not have handled their rifles. It is 
an outrage to tempt men and boys to drink 
as we were tempted. Oh! they say they would 
have got it on the outside. How could they 
get it when they were seldom allowed out- 
side? Could not General Otis, as military 
governor of the islands, whose power was al- 
most unlimited, have prohibited the sale of 
liquors in Manila? He could, but he wouldn't, 
He allowed hundreds of saloons to open in 
Manila, to the disgust of the natives and for- 
eizners. 

The canteen would have been, abolished had 
the men been oonsulfed—they would have 
voted it out. 

It has been demonstrated so plainly that even 
a United States army officer could see that in- 
toxicants rot men of their vitality in the trop- 
ics to such an extent that @ man whv con- 
sumes the least quantity of intoxicants is 
wholly unfitted for hardships of any kinds.

A Patriotic Suggestion, 

Editor Constitutlon—For some time past I 
have been thinking of writing a letter to the 
southern people through your paper, in regard 
to the care of the graves of the brave con- 
federate soldiers who died in the military prison 
in this city 'n 1864-65. As is well known in 
the history of the civil war, Elmira was 
one of the three principal military depots of 
New York state, and many thousands of fed- 
eral soldiers were assembled here before being 
sent to the south. In the fall of 1864 the 
government ordered the construction of a mil- 
itary prison for the confinement of prisoners 
captured in the south. The prison was con- 
tinued until the close of the war, and in that 
period a total of 11,916 prisoners of war were 
confined at the post. Many of these men 
were sick when received, others contracted i1l]- 
ness after arrival, and it is said that there 
were many who actually died from home- 
sickness ‘more than any other cause. Of 
these brave fellows a total of 2,990 died and 
were buried in the soldiers’ burying grounds 
at Woodlawn cemetery. The greater part of 
the soldiers dead represented men from North 
and South Carolina, Georgia and Virginia, 
while there were many from all parts of the 
south. PThe soldiers’ plot contains about three 
acres of land, and is admirably situated. The 
graves were first marked with white board 
markers, bearing the name of the soldier and 
other information, but in 1876 the boards had 
began to show the marks of decay. After a 
very careful survey a map was made of the 
plot, the headboards were removed, and the 
plot converted into a beautiful green. The 
federal government assumed control of the 
soldiers’ plot and erected qa handsome flag staff 
in the head of the confederate graves. The 
strangest part of the history to me is the fact 
that although thirty-five long years have 
passed since the close of the civil war, yet 
only about six bodies of the confederate soldiers 
have been sent for and removed to their south- 
ern homes, and I am informed upon reliable 
authority that the inquiries from the south 
concerning missing ones were never very great 
in number. I do not think this is due to a 
lack of care for their dead, but that it is 
because of the fact that many of the people 
of the south have never learned of the where- 
abouts of their relatives, who enlisted in the 
cause of the confederacy and never returned to 
their homes. Many of these Same boys are 
sleeping the long Sleep in Woodlawn ceme- 


One of the objects of writing you, Mr. Edi- 
tor, is to endeavor to create an interest among 
the people of your part of the states in giving 
Fome expression of regard to their soldier dead, 
who have laid Sleeping for thirty-five vears 
without a token of respect from their own 
people of the south, for whom they freely 
gave their lives. I ask any fair-minded person 
is it right? In a number of the confederate 
cemeteries of the northern states the people of 
the south have erected monuments in honor of 
the soldier dead, or have established some 
permanent mark of their respect.

Changed Conditions Are Seen from 
a Northern Standpoint. 

Chicago, Ill., Breeders’ Gazette: The interest- 
ing experience of the man who went across 
the street to interfere in a family row awaits 
every northerner who ventures to obtrude upon 
the lethargy of the agricultural south. In di- 
recting prominent attention to the redeeming 
work being done by Edwin Lehman Johnson in 
behalf of cotton seed as a f stuff, The Ga- 
zette did not imagine that it would escape that 
fate. It was, therefore, not surprised when 
even Mr. Johnson himself resented its plainly 
spoken words—words mildly tempered compared 
to those with which he is endeavoring to lash 
his indifferent fellow southerners into an ap- 
preciation of their neglected opportunities. Nor 
is it other than natural that such a communica- 
tion as we print from W. Iverson Varner, of 
Arkansas, should be provoked by our strictures. 

We all know what is the matter with the 
south. Volumes have been written that diag- 
nose ho more clearly the disease than does our 
Arkansas correspondent in his succinct state- 


ment. Nor does his occasional asperity of ex-, 


pression need comment. It is merely a mani- 
festation of human nature. The south is sick. 
It knows it. It laments it. But it has been 
told so often by outsiders of its hapless condi- 
tion that resentment quickly kindles at fresh 
mention of the fact. 

But there is a new south. Hope has sprung 
from the ashes of despair. The blighting ef- 
fects of an awful war are only too well known, 
but the resultant paralysis is surely tending 
to resolution as the currents of new life blood 
course threugh the system. The problems are 
understood; they are nearly a third of a cen- 
tury old; they have been the theme of econ- 
omists and the subject of bitter political re- 
criminations and their restatement has been 
admitted to our columns because necessary to 
an understanding of the situation today. But 
with the new blood the folding of hands in 
despair in the face of these problems has 
ceased. Lamentations over altered conditions 
are changed to words of cheer. Wails are 
hushed in trumpet_calls to action.» Doubtless 
our correspondent, represents a certain element 
when he terms our advice insolence and calls 
on us to leave the south in silence and sorrow. 
But he does not speak for all. 

Our correspondents have clearly diagnosed 
the disease which holds that magnificent land— 
gifted above all sections—in its paralyzing 
grasp. Let The Gazette prescribe: Energy, 
industry and capital from outside; education 
from inside. Is this an allopathic ‘‘gunshot’’ 
prescription? Mistake-not. Each ingredient is 
absolutely essential. The energy’ and industry 
of new blood will avail little against the inbred 
southern inertia. Capital would be worse than 
wasted unless its distribution and use were in 
hands other than those content with the sloth 
that characterizes the south. 

Education from within is the keynote of ag- 
ricultural advance, Is it Utopian? The mule 
can be educated; why not the negro? But 
neither can be moved a peg higher in the scale 
of economical production unless the master 
leads the way in education. All hail then the 
Johnsons of the south, the Soules, the Scovells, 
the Coopers and the long list of scientific agri- 
cultural educators who are laying deep the 
foundations of an agricultural prosperity that 
will outrank beyond compare the wealth of that 
fair section when it was measured in human 
chattels! 

Only one obstacle looms omniously up. Our 
Arkansas correspondent puts it in its most 
foreboding form: pi 

‘Yet it is a fact that we are too prodigal of 
the great natural advantages of our clime and 
country; have not eradicated our expensive 
ways of living; are too negligent of our oppor- 
tunities. Still the style suits us!’’ 

In this spirit is rooted the poverty of the 
south. Physiclans abandon hope when patients 
cease to struggle for improvement. The case 
indeed would be well-nigh hopeless if the senti- 
ment of the south is thus fairly stated. But 
an awakening long since came. The giant 
southland is struggling to shake off his sloth. 
The call to action has been heard; the pulses 
of industry and commerce have been quickened 
and life has begun to throb anew through the 
agriculture of that great land. Diversified 
farming andd live stock husbandry have begun 
the redemption of the agricultural south.

The south clothes the world in cotton; let it 
cease its sinful waste.of the seed product of 
this plant and grow the meat to feed the 
bodies it has clothed. , Let the dead past bury 
its dead. With face toward the future let the 
new south gird up its loins &and move with 
steady, resolute tread toward that prosperity 
vouchsafed by indulgent nature for its sunny- 
tempered, whole-souled people. 
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ADVERTISING ATLANTA. 


Augusta, Ga., Tribune: Actresses are not 
alone in resorting to sensational tricks which 
shall ‘give them free advertising, which is not 
only the cheapest as regards money cost, but 
the best as regards the public notice which it 
attracts. 

Our sister city of Atlanta understands this 
and never an actress worked this sensational 
free advertising racket for all it was worth as 
Atlanta, or never an actress’ manager who 
was more fertile in expedients than our Atlanta 
brethren. The newest Atlanta sensation is a 
case in point. 

Atlanta is one of the Salvation Army pests. 
This intolerable nufgance is tolerated in At- 
lanta because it gives th® city a cosmopolitan 
being well known that the 
like buzzards, only go where 
there is a heterogeneous population liberally 
tainted with vice. 

So Atlanta maintains a detachment of the 
Salvation army, just as she put a tall castel- 
lated tower to her jail, and just as a merchant 
puts display goods in his show window.

Vast Amount of Tobacco Was De- 
stroyed by Flames. 

Danville, Va., May 22.—Fire broke out 
at 3 a. m. today in the tobacco ware- 
house and factory district and for over 
three hours furnished the fire depart- 
ment the most stubborn fight of late 
years, being only got under control at 
6:29 a. m, when two of the largest ware- 
houses in the country both in regard to 
size and selling record, two factories and 
a storage warehouse which was filled 
with "bright leaf tobacco were destroyed 
and upwards of 800,000 pounds of valuabie 
tobacco, valued at about $115,000 and build- 
ings at about $35,000 had eithed passed to 
smoke or were ruined. ;

The largest individual loser 
was F, X. Burton, owner of the Brown 
packing warehouse and Banner’s ware- 
house, which were uninsured.

Hot Speech from Editor Fortune at 
Negro Conference. 

Washington, May 22.—The general con- 
ference of the African MethodistEpiscopal 
Zion church closed yesterday. The prin- 
cipal subject was the report submitted by 
John C. Dancey, on the state of the 
country, which dealt principally with the 
work of the negroes since the war. It ex-

Knoxville, Tenn., May 22.—The Eas 
Tennessee Farmers’ convention conven 
in its twenty-fifth annual session at tthe 
University of Tennessee this morning with 
representation jimited only to the capa 
ty of ‘‘Seience’”’ hall, in which the session 
was held. The secretary of agriculture, 
Hon. James Wilson, was present and an 
active participant in each of the sessiong 
of today. Tonight he delivered an ad- 
dress on local conditions to a large and 
enthusiastic assembly and after the ad- 


dress he Was tendered a reception char- 


acteristic of the south in its cordiality, 
His address of tonight contained certain 
truths and advice well for the southern 
farmer to consider. He insisted thar the 
future of the central southern states is 
in stock raising, not in wheat. In part he 


said: 

“TI would quit raising wheat. I would 
not send a bushel of grain outside of Ten- 
nessee, aS you are not getting enough to 
justify your growing it. There are-much 
more inviting fields in other directions. Ik 
is very rare that we get such prices for 
fine sadf@le horses as they are willing to 
pay now. The whole world wants horses, 
The president of the United States cag 
produce horses cheaper than other people 
and you southern gentlemen can tian 
them better than any one else. The world 
will let you make your own prices and 
fine horses of that kind that they eall 
Irish horses go from the United States co 
Ireland and then are gold to the Britisn 
for any price you ask and | would advise 
you to turn your energies in the directloa 
of the horse industry rather than to the 
growing of eight or ten bushels of wheat 


per acre and which is taking the very life - 


out of your soil. 

‘“‘Another thing that I would adivse you 
to turn your attention, to is cattle and 
sheep raising. I have never seen as many 
natural conditions combined together to 
make a paradise of this industry as here 
in Tennessee. Up in lowa, when I am at 
home, we have to feed our animals half 
of the winter and sometimes more. We 
have to put up feed enough during the 
summer (to feed, them during six long 
months.

Officer Randall, who is not, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, an excitable man, 
Was so awe-struck by his encounter with 
the woman that he became the cause of 


a@ very pecullar accidents and one that | 


gave a ludicrous side to an otherwise sad 
scene. And it was this accident which 
led to the story of the woman’s strange 
delusion becoming public. 

When Mrs. Purdy began to beg Officer 
Randali to use his club to drive the evil 
spirits away from her he at first tried 
to reason with the woman and to in- 
duce her to believe there were no spirits 
around her.

Manner of Collecting Street Tax Is 
Materially Changed. 


NOTICE TO PRECEDE FI. FA. 


The Amount of the Costs Is Reduced 
from $1.50 to $1.

The Amount of Tax on Them Was 
Reduced One-Half by the Com- 
mittee Last Night.

Text of the New Ordinance. 

The ordinance in regard to street tax, 
adopted last night. is as foilows: 

On each and every male person who was a 
resident of the city on the Ist day of July, 
1900, between the ages of twenty-six and fifty 
years, there shall be levied and collected a 
tax of $1 as a commutation for road and street 
duty for the eurrent year; and all persons Hable 
said tax and fAiling, after notification 
shall be required to work five days 
under the supervision of the 
works. Upon fatilure 


to pay 
to do so, 
on the streets. 
commissioner of public 
of any person Hable for said tax to pay the 
same by the time the books for the collection 
of tax shall be closed, the clerk of council shall 
issue execution therefor against the person so 
liable, upon failure to pay after five days’ no- 
tice, which may be levied and collected by 
the marshal as other tax executions, the cost 
of same not to exceed $!. and the collecting 
officer to receive 50 cents of said cost: and 
upon failure of any person to pay sald execu- 
tion, and the legal costs thereon, not to ex- 
ceed $1. such person may be notified by the 
marshal or his deputies to appear and work 
the streets, and upon failure to appear and 
work the streets after five days’ notification, 
such person shall be arrested by said officers 
and brought before the recorder’s court, and 
upon conviction fined in a sum not less than 
$5 nor more than $50, or be imprisoned not 
exceeding ninety days, either, or both, in the 
discretion of the court; and $1 of said fine, if 
collected in money. shall go to the payment of 
the cost of the fi. fa., and shall be paid by the 
chief of police to the tax collector, who shall 
pay the same into the treasury for the use of 
the city. There shall be no exceptions to this 
section, except those specially allowed by the 
United States and by state enactments. 
Building ‘and Loan Tax. 

In conformity to the recent ruling of the 
supreme court of Georgia regarding the 
taxation of building and loan associations 
and other corporations of a lKe nature, 
the tax committee decided to omit from 
the new ordinance the following, which 
contained in the ordinance of last year: 

Provided that no tax shall be required on loan 
and building associations to be paid upon 
any portion of their capital which has been 
loaned or advanced to a shareholder upon 
real estate upon which real estate tax Is pay- 
able by said shareholder. 

The tax.on bicycle and walking exhibi- 
tions and on skating rinks and places of 
similar amendment was reduced from $100 
to $50 per annum, and ‘s to be payable 
gquurterly. 

The committee declared itself in regard 
to patent medicine vVenders. No such 
licenses will be granted in future, 

In section 12 of the old ordinance, the 
following was found and the committee 
decided to enforce it rigidly: 

But nv license shall be granted to any person 
or firm to erect a stand, or sell from streets or 
pavements, any patent medicine, novelty or 
article of merchandise generally sold by itiner- 
ent venders. 

Tne fact that there is now a patent 
medicine mnan at work in this city is what 
provoked action by the committee. It ap- 
pears that there was a egpecial permit 
granted him by the last council, and he is 
now selling under the license he then ob- 
tained. As soon as his license expires, 
however, he will be required to stop sgell- 
ing his wares, and a second license will 
not be issued.

Sabbath Observance. 

The report of the committee on Sabbath 
observance was read and referred to the 
standing committee on Sabbath. It fol- 
lows: 

In presenting to the general assembly this, 
their twenty-second annual report, and the last 
in this century, your permanent committee on 
Sabbath observance, can at the very outset but 
express regret that they are forced to come 
again before you with the same mournful state- 
ment in the past, that they have nothing 
either bright or encouraging to present, but 
rather the reverse. It pains our hearts to say 
it, yet truth. demands the statement, that 
while the Christian world seems to be pressing 
forward .with unwonted strides toward the goal 


as 


in other directions and aiming to get nearer 
to the scriptural ideal in bringing the world 
more and more under the influence of gospel 


truth, yet in the matter of Sabbath observance, 
instead of lifting up it actually more 
and more to be losing its hold upon the masses 
And just here we are confronted with the start- 
ling inquiry whether there can be any real 
advance, and whether the world with all its 
boasted progress can really and truly be getting 
upon a higher plane, whilst the Sabbath of the 
Lord remains in the dust and this sign of di- 
vine sovereignty Nes trampled under foot of 
men? 

In contrasting the present with the past, noth- 
ing seems more obvious than that the general 
movement, like that the mountain glacier, 
has been but in one direction, and that direc- 
tlon downward. Of the fifty-four presbyterial 
reports that have come to us, very few speak 
of anything like decided improvement. By far 
the larger part agree in thus summing up the 
situation: That while the day is fairly well

Sabbath, so far as the masses are concerned, 
being by them regarded as a day of recreation 
and pleasure, and even of business if necessary, 
and especially is this the case tn the citles and 
towns and sections of country adjacent 
them 

Mere or less social yisiting Is reported. Rall- 
road travel stimulated by the growing practice 
of granting excursion rates, is largely on the 
increase. The Sunday newspaper, that insidious 
foe of the church, encroaching more and 
more upon the sacredness of the Lord’s day. 
Railroad traffic is greater, there being a 
greater number of through trains, though, per- 
haps, not as much handling of local 
But few of the states forbid the running 
these trains. A bill was introduced a short 
time since into the legislature of one of our 
states (Mississippi) to stop the running of 
freight trains on the Sabbath day and was 
defeated. A similar effort was made before 
the legislature of Alabama a few years ago 
and with like result. These instances too clear- 
ly show the apathy and indifference of a 
large part of God's professed people. If all the 
professing Christians of either of these states 
were united in thelr opposition, the evil would 
soon be abated. It is when ‘‘men sleep’’ that 
the enemy does the work of ‘‘sowing tares.’’ 

In the midst of the darkness may be seen a 
few streaks of light. 

We mention, first, the fact reported that an 
undenominational Sabbath league has been or-

ganized in the city of Richmond, and that a 
similar effort is being made to organize one 
also in Petersburg. Second, that in one of 
the towns in North, Carolina (Wallace) the 
postoffice has (by request of the people) been 
closed on the Lord’s day. So that now there 
is neither receiving nor distribution of mails 
on that day. Third, that in some places 
churches and ministers do not allow notice 


of their church services to be published in ‘the 
Sunday papers. Fourth, and lastly, that many 
of.God's people din different parts of the land 
are anxiously watching the progress of events 
and eagerly inquiring if anything can be done 
to oust the increasing tide of degecration. 

We mention these and similar instances 
with pleasure, as they show that whilst a por- 
tion of our own people, like many others, are 
being swept away by the current, a very large 
part of them at least still hold to the tradi- 
tion of the fathers and the teachings of the 
scriptures upon the subject. 

As to the best course to be pursued in meet- 
ing this great and growing evil, your commit- 


tee are wholly unable to say. They would, 
however, take upon themselves to make two 
suggestions: 

The first is, that as the matter is more di- 


rectly and immediately under the eye and pur- 
view of the presbyteries, the assembly 
urge upon all the presbyteries the duty and re- 
sponsibility of constantly holding up the sub- 
ject before the churches with a view of awak- 
ening a deeper interest. We feel that much can 
be done in this way. One presbytery reported 
that they had 2,000 copies of their committee's 
report on the Sabbath printed and distributed, 
which no doubt did much toward stirring up the 
minds and hearts of the people to a more con- 
scientious regard for the claims of the day. 

The second is, that in their utterances at 
this time the assembly would most solemnly 
put all our people on their guard against the 
great danger of becoming by their patronage 
‘“partakers of other men’s sins,”” unwittingly 
though it may be, and thus according to scrip- 
ture teaching, being made sinners by indorse- 
ment. It is well for the truth ever to be held 
up before the minds of the people, that it is 
{impossible for them, unless under the clearest 
demand of necessity or mercy, to have anything 
to do with any of the great agencies of Sab- 
bath desecration, in any way, shape or form, 
without becoming the Aaron and the Hur in 
holding up the hands of those engaged in the 
perilous work of getting aside the authority 
of the Lord as symbolized in the weekly re- 
currence of his day of rest. 

In response to the overture of the presbytery 
of Athens, referred by the last assembly to your 
committee, in which the assembly was asked 
to withdraw its recognition of the American 
Sabbath Union on the ground that “this is a 
society for the promotion of legislative reform

Report Causes Discussion, 


Nearly every section of this report call- 
ed forth considerable discussion before its 
adoption in the foregoing modified form. 
The clause teferring to ministers en- 
couraging suitable young men of thetr 
congregation to become candidates for 
the ministry wag amended on the motion 
of Dr. Blackburn from its original reading 
that ministers ought not to speak dis- 
paragingly of their high calling with ref- 
erence to its hardships and insufficient 
renumeration. It was the sense of the as- 
sembly that this put the clergy in the 
light of complainers and discouragers of 
a laudable ambition on the part of young 
Christians to become ministerial] workers 
in the spiritua] vineyard. 

The clause providing that $75 be allowed 
as the maximum for students of the ad- 
vanced classes, putting them on the same 
footing as regards the church’s pecuniary 
support as students in the theological 
seminaries, required considerable expiana- 
tion for those not familiar with the edu- 
cationa] system and was at length slightly 
modified. 


The negative answer to the overture 


from the Columbia presbytery asking that | 


freshly graduated ministers be required to 
serve two years in the home mission fie!d 
elicited several earnest speeches pro and 
con. Judge Z. W. Ewing, of Pulaski, 
Tenn., most ably wrged objections to the 
stand taken by the committee. He be- 
lieved the young men who were strong 
ought to bear the heat and burden of the 
day at the outset of their ministry and 
that nowhere was the training so bene- 
ficial as in the Macedonia offered by the 
ill-occuplied and weak charges of the 
country. They should be early impressed 
that the Master’s service was for souls, 
not shekels, Judge Ewing believed in 
giving the gray-hatred servant of God the 
decent living that falthfu] service and 
good abilities merited and not relegating 
him to the desert places of the church to 
make room for the young man ambitious 
for a prominent pulpit 

Chairman Lupton defended the position 
of the committee with equal ability. He 
believed the newly made minister ought 
to be allowed to preach where his talents 
fitted him to preach. To impose two years 
in the home mission field meant, for in- 
stance, to keep a youmg man zealous to 
save souls in heathendom from going at 
once to the foreign fleld crying for his 
help. He also explained wherein the 
proposition of the overture was unconsti- 
tutional, the ground at first given for its 
rejection. 

Dr. Monroe thought this ground unten- 
able, while concurring in the rejection of 
the overture, and was supported by an al- 
most unanimous vote of the body in strik- 
ing out thig reason.
